 Hirohito Renounces Myt 


TOKYO, Tuesday, Jan. 1—(4’)— 
Emperor Hirohito told the Japa- 
nese people Monday that there 
was a “false conception that the 
Emperor is Divine’’—something 
mone of Japan’s rulers through the 
centuries ever dared ‘say before. 

In a New Year’s rescript that 
stripped aside all the awesome 
aura that long has enveloped the 
imperial throné, the Emperor of a 
beaten empire likewise informed 


his subjects that they are not 
destined to rule the world. 

“We stand by the people and we 
wish always to share with them 
in their moments of joys and sor- 
rows,” the rescript said. “The ties 
between us and our people have 
always stood upon mutual trust 
and affection. 

“They do not depend upon mere 
legends and myth. They are not 
predicated on the false conception 


that the Emperor is divine and 
the. Japanese people are superior 
to other races and are fated to 
rule the world.” 

The Emperor also used the word 
“defeat” for the first time and ex- 
préssed concern over what he 
termed spreading “radical tenden 
cies” in Japan. 

“We feel deeply concerned to 
note that consequent upon the pro- 
tracted war ending in our defeat

our people are liable to grow rest- 
less and to fall into the slough 
of despond,” said his message 
made public to the foreign press 
through the U. S. Army Public Re 
lation: Office. 

“Radical tendencies in excess 
are gradually spreading and the 
sense of morality tends to lose its 
hold on the people with the re 
sult that there are signs of con 
fusion of thoughts.” 


The emperor said the govern- 
ment should make every effort to 
alleviate the plight of the people. 

He asserted that war's devasta- 
tion had inflicted on Japfan’s cities 
“the miseries of the destitute, the 
stagnation of trade,” a food short- 
age and a growing number of un- 
employed. 

Hirohito declared, however, that 
“Tf the nation is firmly united in 
its resolve to face the present 


ordeal and to see civilization con- 
sistently in place,.a bright future 
undoubted!v will~ be _ ours—not 
only for our country but for the 
whole of humanity.” 

In greeting the New Year, the 
emperor reaffirmed the principles 
in the five clauses of the J®panese 
charter—an oath which first was 
taken by his grandfatue., Emperor 
Meiji, who ruled from 1868 to 
1912.

The Meiji charter provides for 
a public in government, 
gucrantees of justice, and seis 
Wisdom and knowledge as a goal 
to promote the welfare of Japan. 

The charter, Hirohito said, had 
to be reaffirmed in order to pro- 
ceed “unflinchingly toward the 
elimination of misguided practices 
of the past.”

WASHINGTON, “Dec... 31.—(P)— 
Secretary of State Byrnes said 
Monday Gen. MacArthur had sug- 
gested some revisions in the Allied 
control plan for Japan, that it had 
been tailored to embody some of 
them, .and adopted at Moscow 
without substantial change. 

The supreme commander was 
not kept advised as the Moscow 
talks proceeded, Byrnes told a 
news conference. He added that 
MacArthur properly had no voice 
in making the policy he was to 
administer. . 

But the secretary said that the 
agreement finally reached there 
was substantially the plan he had 
taken to the foreign ministers’ 
meeting. And he said he had the 
impression, from Assistant Secre- 
tary of War John J. McCloy and 
Maj. Gen. Frank R. McCoy, chair- 
man of the Far Eastern Commis- 
sion, that MacArthur felt the plan 
would work. 


GENERAL “NOT CONSULTED” 

MacArthur had issued a state- 
ment in Tokyo Sunday saying that 
he disagreed with the control plan 
on Oct. 31 and that he had not 
been consulted since then. 

This statement followed one 
made to reporters in Washington 
by Thomas Blake, press offi¢er of 
the Far Eastern Commission @nd 
a State Deparithent press attache, 
who said MacArthur did hot ebject 
to the control plan.

The Possibility of a 
Christian Civilization 


During the war there were a great many 
editorialists, orators and clerics who spoke of 
the war as a war to defend Christian civilization. 

Indeed, I was one of those. But a good two years before the 
war was done I reconverted the phrase. I began to write of it 
as a war to defend the possibility of a Christian civilization. 

One does not have to look hard to see the unChristian elements 
in our social and international systems. But 1 am on the side of 
the optimists. It seems we have now our second great chance 
to perceive, even if but dimly, how great the changes must be in 
our home and world order if they are to deserve the label of 
“Christian.” 

There is just one danger. Human nature being what it is, there 
were too many who thought that when the war ended the way back 
would be swift and easy. 

There is enough left of frustration, desolation, famine, fear and 
warfare to give the cynical among us a field day. They are the 
dangerous ones. If they can persuade enough persons that such 
is to be the future, the very weight of the grim facts of wrath 
might make many abandon hopes they have a right to cherish. 

Amid the appeals for food, for clothing; within sound of 
fighting; hard by the political clashes of left and right; surrounded 
by industrial strife, it is difficult to weigh the assets. But they 
are there. And they bulk larger than we know. 

The real war is over. That part of it which still goes

: No self-respecting man or woman can be 
Recollections thankful without tempering that thanksgiving 
with recollections of desperate human need. 

The end of the war did not mean for millions the end of lone- 
liness, separation and want. 

It will not mean that for many who leave the service for “home,” 

The relevance of our Christian ideals will depend upon how 
deeply, how quickly and how effectively we diagnose these needs 
and meet them. 

Our economic system, given the same genius we gave to the 
war machine, could all but banish want and low standards of 
housing and living. I am not fool enough to believe this generation 
or any one to come can banish all poverty and want. But it is 
false to say that the genius of our technology; of our ability to 
create machines, cannot provide enough jobs and consumer goods 
to banish shims and the fear and misery of want. That is no New 
Deal or Rooseveltian idealism. That is something very easily 
within the reach of American Management, working skills, engi- 
neering, and science. 

A Christian civilization cannot be built merely on a physical 
law. and on economic necessity. The purpose of the world was 
embodied in human life. It simply is not possible to work toward 
a Christian civilization unless that fact always is kept foremost 
in our thinking. . 

Man, who was made “a little lower than the angels,” is the chief 
object of any civilization. His social, moral and spiritual] im- 
provement ought to be the objective of any real civilization. 

We now have got the second great chance. 

The men coming out of service often’ find themselves feeling 
lost and lacking in something which once gave them satisfaction. 

What was lost was the close. man-to-man fulfillment of battle; 
the dependence, the warm feeling of a sort of brotherhood, of 
close-knit isolation from all that was false and unnecessary in the 
world.. Here was the ultimate, with death and life contending for 
one’s body, and that was the sole business in which all were -en- 
gaged. In the great destruction of civilization,. battle nevertheless 
supplies that-perfect “civilization.” And that is what is lost and 
must be sought. 

The first year of peace will see how well we seek.

1945 Saw Events 
Of Historic Nature 


W ASHINGTON.—Never before in the record- 
ed history of mankind, it seems, have so many 
momentous, world-shaking events been crowded 

into the narrow limits of a single year. 

The year 1945, which has just come to a close, promises to be 
marked down as one of the great landmarks of history. 

Certainly it has been filled with more drama, more tragedy, more 
destruction, and more of the achievement of the aims of civilizéd 
peoples than any year in modern times. 

Foremost of all for those of us still living, it was a year that 
brougnt the fulfillment of a war-weary world’s fervent prayers for 
peace. It was the year of final victory over our enemies; it was 
the year of peace. 

After more than five years of bloody slaughter, five years of the 
greatest destruction ever known to history, the world at- last has 
been permitted to return to peaceful pursuits. That alone is enough 
to set the year 1945 down as a period of great historic importance. 

Without particular regard to their dramatic quality, their his- 
torical significance, ér their chronological sequence, the outstand- 
ing events of 1945 may be summarized briefly*as follows: 

The surrender of the once mighty armed forces of Germany, 
which was preceded by two of the greatest drives in military his- 
tory—the British and Americans from the west and the Russians 
from the east. 

Annountement to the world by President Truman, on board an 
American battleship returning from. the Potsdam conference, of the 
development and employment for the first time in history of, the 
atomic bomb. 

The Japanese surrender, which came as an anticlimax to the 
introduction of the A-bomb at Hiroshima. Russia’s declaration of 
war on Japan was an important related incident to the collapse of 
the haughty little Nipponese empire. 

The British elections, which saw the downfall of one of the most 
colorful figures in English history—Winston Churthill, the war- 
time prime minister. 

The United Nations Conference at San Francisco, from which 
emerged the framework of the new organization to be set up to 


maintain the peace of the world. 

Death also contributed to the roster of world- 
Death, Too resounding events crowded into the year just 
ended. Most tragic and dramatic of these was the sudden passing 
of President Franklin D. Roosevelt, who long had come to occupy 
the pinnacle of leadership in the struggle of the Allied Nations 
against the Axis aggressors. 

President Truman’s succession to the White House and the new 
cabinet that eventually evolved was another historical incident that 
followed Mr. Roosevelt’s death. 

Then, in strange contrast, there was the sordid demise of Benito 
Mussolini, the worid’s No. 1 scoundrel who met: a horrible end, 
along with his long-time mistress—both the victims of vengeance at 
the hands of an outraged people. 

Hitler’s suicide ending in the Reich chancellery during the final 
seige of Berlin was another event of world-absorbing interest. He 
carried out the Mussolini theme of dying with his former mistress 
at his side—or so the best authenticated reports have it. 

Death in like manner struck down another of the Axis war- 
lords, Prince Konoye, the pre-Pearl Harbor premier of Japan, who 
killed himself rather than submit to trial as a war criminal. The 
notorious Tojo tried to do the same thing, but failed. 

But what makes the year epochal is the perfection of the atomic 
bomb. That promises to be a milestone in history more important 
than any scientific discovery yet made in the long upward progress 
of man. It definitely stamps the beginning of the atomic age. 

A thousand years hence the year 1945 will be remembered more 
for that than anything else that has happened up to the present. : 
All of the other seemingly important developments of the year wil 
dwindle into insignificance in comparison. We. have been livin 
through historic times.

NEW YORK.—The day is here at last when I am to set sail, 
apparently with quite a number of others, for London town! Many 
times before have I| started alone on a trip to Europe, or gone with 
my husband or with the children; or I have seen off various mem- 
bers of the familygeither separately or in twos or threes. I know, 
therefore, that certain things are inevitable as a prelude to a long 
journey, or even a short one, if it is across the water. 

We, all of us, seem to become obsessed with the idea that every- 
thing must be in order before we take a trip abroad. If we have 
neglected to draw our wills, they must be drawn and signed before 
we go. If there is any work that has to be done, which we have 
known we ought to do for three months past, we do it the night 
before we leave. That means there is little sleep before we get on 
board, worn and weary with the knowledge that in spite of all our 
efforts something is sure to be forgotten and left undone! 

Ordinarily, we would be saying to ourselves, “But at least, when 
I get on board, I can sleep for 48 hours.” This time, none of us 
on this trip will be able to say anything of the kind. Our time will 
not be our own. I am told we will be “briefed,” whatever this 
may mean, during the-trip. I am thankful beyond words, however, 
this “briefing,” since I need it in the worst ible way. I 
know that I will not only listen avidly to everyone who has in- 
formation to impart, but if any reading is suggested I shall -be 
searching around for the books recommended and trying to find 
spare moments:in which I can sit in peace and quiet and absorb 
their contents. I am taking with me severat.books, sent me for 
Christmas, on thei backgrounds of various European countries ard 
I hope to find time to read them all on the way over. 
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I AM GRATEFUL now that so many years agod lived even for 
brief periods in families of different types in various European 
countries. I am glad that through the years I have kept in, touch 
with a number of them. When I hear people talk of France or 
Italy or Germany, I will not have to think, only of one or twé 
people in Paris, Berlin or Rome. I will be able to remember the 
little inns I stayed at: the farmers with whom I talked in Normandy 
or Brittany; the painter in whose Fiesole home I lived for a few 
weeks while visiting Florence daily; the German friend with whom 
1 had roomed in school, whose home I visited and from whom I 
have always heard by letter between two wars. Her children are 
about the same age as mine, and her life has been hard—the last 
blow being the death of her youngest son while in a Nazi labor 
camp. 

Through the years, with books and individual contacts, I have 
tried to keep in the forefront of my mind a picture of the life of 
the people I have known. The bombastic pronouncements of some 
of their leaders and the very evident faults of some of their gov- 
ernments could not change the people I know. It seems to me it 
will be more necessary now to remember the peoples and what they 
are like in this period of rebuilding than to remember the failures 
and the rantings that create anger in our hearts and fill us with 
hate and bitterness and make us less ready to find methods of con- 
ciliation to heal the wounds of war,
